leſſe conuerſation that terrifieth both the 
ignoꝛant and waucring Catholickes, and 
the ſimpler ſozt of the common people, 
beyng ready to imbꝛace any religion (as 
appeareth by theſe which haue recepued , e 
imbzaced the crroncous doctrine of H. N. 
and his familie, falſely termed the familie 
of loue) from the true pꝛofeſſion of the Gol: 
pell of Jeſus Chꝛiſt. Nay, they not onely 
fozſake vs: but they reioyce and triumphe 
vuer vs in the matter of woꝛkes. Foz the 
Papiſtes, they alwayes caſt in our teeth the

F coxrupt maner of ſeru:ce: ) ſo it cauſcth - 
and encreaſeth the pure and vndeſtled mas« 
ner of doing the Fathers will,wherefoze it 

is reco2ded that they that dwell in loue, doe 
dwell in God, and God in them, becauſe he , on.. 16

The fourth gift is a reuerent feare of 
God: a pꝛincipall and a ſingular point of 
wiſedome, moſt fit and conuenient fon his 
childꝛen to haue and pꝛactiſe towards their 
heauenly Father, in all their counſels and 
wozks, Foz ſuch is the pꝛide of our nature, 


the dulnes of our heartes, and thelacke of 
wiledome, 
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wildome, th at we ſhould behaue our ſelues 
pꝛeſumpteouſly, ſecurely, and raſhly befoze 
the pꝛelence ot our heauẽly Father: were it 
not fo: this reuerent feare trembling we 
haue receiued at his hand, ko the obteining 
ofa mote pure & ſyncere maner in his ſer⸗ 
uice & woꝛſhip. Neither mult we thinke, as 
ſome haue falſely imagined, & to the great 
burt ofthe Church taught, p this feare in 
vs pꝛoceedeth fro any diffidence, oꝛ diſtruſt 
in the accõpliſhment of Gods merciful pꝛo⸗ 
miſes towards vs: but rather from a moſt 
vehement ſoꝛow, & inward feeling bꝛed in 
our hearts, by the earneſt cõſideration of; 
heauie burthen of all our ſinnes, and the 
deepe ſerious waying of the cuerlaſting 
wꝛath of G O D, moſt iuſtly deſerued. So 
the bleſſed Apoſtle teachech in the ſeconde 


Cor qui tothe Copinthians, ſaying, Beholde, this 


thing that ye haue bene godly ſorie, what 


great care it hath vvrought in you, yea | 


vyhat clearing of your ſelues, yea what in- 


dignation, yea vyvhat feare, yea hovy great 


deſire, yea vvhat zeale, yea vvhat punith- 


ment? In which woꝛdg we ſee hobo the ſpi⸗ 


rit of god maketh that godly ſoꝛow (which 


the Cozinthias ſhewed foʒ their great con- 
tempt

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tempt of Chziſtiandiſciyline in che matter 
of excõmumcation) to be the mother e aus 
tho} ofthis reuerent feare, which we owe 
vnto God alone, in that he is our maſter:fo2 
he ſaith, If J be your maſter, where is my 
feare: Neither is this feare giuf vnto vs to 
be any occaſion of diſtruſt, oꝛ deſpaire, foʒ 
that is peculiar to the ſeruile & ſlauiſh feare 
ofthoſe, which are meere ſeruãts e no chil⸗ 
dꝛen: But contrarily to make vs wiſe,p20« 
uident, carefull, and circumſpect m ali the 
actions of our life, leſt we either by an euill 
woke, oꝛ coꝛrupt maner of doing, iuſtly 
pꝛocure againſt vs, and kindle the wꝛath of 
ſo mercifull a Father, Alſo it ſtirrech vp 
our heartes to moſt ʒealous and eſfectuall 
pꝛapers, as we ſee inthe example of Chuft 


himſelf, v ho in the daies of his fleſh did of- Heb. 5. 7. 


fer vp prayers & ſupplications, with ſtrong 
g; & teares vnto him, that was able to 

ſaue him from death, and was allo heard in 
that which he feared, hat cryes, teares, 
pꝛayers, æ ſupplications the Apoſtle mea⸗ 
neth, the hiſtoꝛy of Chꝛiſt his paſſion & ſif- 
frings doth plainlyexpꝛeſſe, o as it is need- 
leſſe to ſtand thereupon, Only this is to be 
noted, that ſeeyng this feare was in FR 
who 
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who was free from all ſinne , it ought not 
to be thought to be any ſinnefull infirmitie, 
but rather a ſingular meane to helpe and 
keepe vs within the bonds, e liſtes of Chyt- 
ſtian obedience, Therefoze we are cõman⸗ 
ded of the Spirit of God, after this ſozt to 
ſerue and pleaſe our heauenly Father: as 
in very many other places of the ſcripture, 
ſo in the 12.to the Þeby, eſpeciallp, in theſe 


. Heb.12.28 modes: Wherefore ſeeing wee receiue a 


kingdome which cannot be ſhaken, let vs 
haue grace, wherby we may ſo ſerue God, 
that we may pleaſe him with reuerence 
and feare, The reaſon is added, For euen 
29 our God is a conſuming fire, Likewiſe 
D. Peter, in the firſt Chapter of bis 1. E⸗ 
piſtle, giueth p ſame pꝛecept of feare to be 
obſerued in the whole courſe anv race of 


. pet.. 1j dur life, ſaping, And if ye call him Father 


which without reſpect of perſons iudgeth 
according to euerie mans worke: paſſe the 
time of your dwelling here in feare . In 
which two places, not onely feare is com- 
maunded: but two molt effectual reaſons 
are rendꝛed thereof. Firſt, we muſt reue⸗ 
rence,tremble, and feare God, becauſe he 
u a conſuming fy2e,ready co burne vp and 

conſume 
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conſume all falſe wozſhippers, and hypo⸗ 
criticall pzofeſſo2s of his feare. Seconda- 
rilp, becauſe he will inde enery man with- 
out regarde of perſon, accoꝛding to his 
wozkes. Ne mult cherefoze feare him, leſt 
our woꝛkes be found ſuch as cannot abide 
the ſierie triall of the Spirite of truth and 
ſinceritie, and the righteous iudgement of 
the law of libertie : Foz certainly there 
ſhalbe iudgement mercileſſe to him, that in 
areucrent feare of God ſheweth no mer- 
cie. And therefoze to make an ende ofthis 
moſt neceſlarie point of doctrine, we muſt 
with both handes, yea with all our heartes 
embnace the feare of che Lode, without 
the which no man can pleaſe and ſerue 

God aright. And the rather foz that che 

wiſeſt amongſt men, Salomon, alcribeth 

bnto thoſe that feare the Loꝛde bleſſednes, 

and to them that doe not, hardnes of heart. 

his wooꝛdes be thele : Bleſſed i is the man Prou.18. 
that feareth alway : but he that hardeneth 14. 

his heart ſhall fall into euil. Pf then we be 
deſirous to worſhip our God aright accoꝛ⸗ 
ding to his will, we mult haue our heartes 
kept in awe by this moſt woꝛthy and excel 
tent gift of feare, that we may *

The itt c laſt gift is a continual & care»

watchfulnes againſt all the enemies of 
the fozmer graces comended vnto vs, not 
only fo: the retaining c keeping of them: 
but foꝛ daily rowing e increaſing in the 
ſame,vntoy meaſure ofthe age ofthe ful- 
nes of Chill, that at his comming we be⸗ 
ing founde waking & watching with the 
wiſe virgins, not ſiumbꝛing and ſleeping 
with p fooliſh ones, may be ioyfully recey⸗ 
ued into the b2zidegromes chãber, to reigne 
w him in glozy foꝛ euer. Foz ſeing we haue 
ſo many, ſo mighty c malicious enemies, 
which molt ſubtilly go about to root out of 
our hearts al the fozeſaid graces, to fil vs 
ful ot all iniquitie: we are neceſſarily in all 
ſobꝛtety of per ſeuer ãce, w al maner of p2at- 
er and ſupplication, to watch diligently in 
aich, in hope, in loue, in feare, that we may 
tand faſt continue vnto the end, in doing 


e accõpliſhing our Fathers wil, in veſpuce 
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ſaluation. This is Pauls counſel, oꝛ rather 
the commaundement ofthe holy Ghoff, 
who hauing commended vnto the Ephe- 
ſians the ſhielde of faith, and the helmet of 

hope, as pꝛincipall partes of Chaiſtian ar- 

mour, adioyneth thereunto this pzoficable 
commandement concerning watchfulnes, 

ſaying, Watch thereunto vvith all perſe- Eph, 6.18. 
uerance and ſupplications for all Saintes. 
The ſame pꝛecept of watching is in diuers 
other places of Paul his epiſtles, namely 
in the firſt to the Coꝛinthians 16, where he 
aich, Watch, ſtand faſt in the faith, &c. And r. Cor. 16. 
in the firſt to the Theſlal, 5. chap, There- 13. 

fore let vs not ſleepe as doe other, but let — 5 
vs vvatch and be — wherein we may 
obſerue by the way, that this watchfulnes 

1 isonely in the childzen or light and ſaluati- 
on, not in the childꝛen of darkenes and de⸗ 
ſtruction: whole pꝛopertie is careleſſely .

rather to die, and fo2ſake willingly all the 
tranſitozie pleaſures of this miſerable life, 
yea to be eternally condemned , then that 
the Lod ſhould be diſhonoured by our life 
and ſaluation. Foꝛ as the glozie of God in⸗ 
finitely ſurmounteth the body, the ſoule, 
the honour, and all that belongeth vnto 
man: ſo it ought to be in greater pꝛice and 
eſtimation with vs, and muſt cõtinually be 
peferred aboue all thinges, and neuer be 
ught into the ballance of compariſon 
with them. The want cf which zeale to» 
wards the gloꝛie of God in all our doings, 
and the pꝛeferring of earthly thinges be:

Headlong to the loue of the wozld, which is 
contrarie to the pure, vehement, and euer⸗

ly of ſkilful, malicious, and obſtinace Pa 
piſts, not of the pooꝛe ignoꝛant ones, which 
neither haue knowen the trueth, neither 
haue cheir conſcience (et & fixed in herefle, 
Albeit J dare affirme that neither cheſe, 
neither any other obſfinace and wilfull be» 
retike, oʒ ignoꝛant perſon, doeth oz can dot 
the Fathers will: Becauſe as hereſie is 
ſtrong to cõdemne:ſo ignoꝛance is -hlinde, 
and cauſeth vs to fall into the pit of conde- 
pation.

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ned and condemned by the ſame. Fa; alli 
redlp we muſt all in che day of iudgement 
be tried, and made knowen to the woꝛlde 
bp the p)actiſe of this doctr ine, ta the glozp 
of God, & the comfozt ot our owe hearts, 
whether we haue truelye taſted ofthe gifte 
| ofGodin Chiiſt,oz no? but if we vo con⸗ 
tent our ſelues with the ſhadowes of in⸗ 
warde godlpneſſe, as with the outwarde 1 
vle of Baptiſme, and the Supper ofthe | 
Londe, wich lippe ſeruice, and ſuch exter⸗ 1 
nall kinde ot pꝛofeſſion, denying the pow⸗

but they had all things common: Ulherez 
foze ſecing we are compaſled with ſo great 
a cloud of witneſles,of kings, of Pꝛophets, 
of Jewes, of Gentiles, of men, of women, 
which haue ſerued the Lozde in this right 
maner of doing: let vs alſo caſt away eue⸗ 
ry thing that pꝛeſſeth downe, and the ſinne 
that hangeth ſo faſt on: let vs runne with 
ioye & pacience in this ſtraight race which 
is {ct bekoꝛe vs, without wearines and fain⸗ 


ting. Fo2 doubtles yp want of thoſe things,

Fo? whence commeth warre, famine, peſti⸗ 
lence, tranſlation of Monarchies & Ring- | 


domes, auerthꝛowes of families, Townes, 
C:ties,# whole Countries; but from w 
tyaf 
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that we doe not the will of our heauenly fa⸗ 
ther, as it is done in heauen : Foꝛ want 
whereof, we that liue no we in this peacea⸗ 
ble land flowing with milke and hon, and 
in the light of the Golpel ſhining vnto vs, 
fo2 the ſpace of twentie golden yeeres, are 
of all other moſt inexcuſabie. Foꝛ who can 
tell & repeate the warnings, whereby God 
in mercie hath called vs to repentance, and 
refoꝛmation of our liues : But who hath 
ſhed fooꝛth as pet the Chꝛiſtian teares of 
repentance: Not foure peres agoe, 5 Loꝛd 
did as it were wich his owne hand ſet a 
ſtarre in the heauens, whereot the wiſeſt A⸗ 
ſtronomer that liueth, can giue no reaſon. 
Since that, we haue bene admoniſhed by a 
great and ſtrange Comete in the ayze, by 
earthquakes, inundations of waters, all 
which ſignes & fozerfincrs of Gods wiath 
1 are returned to him again, as being vnable 
to molliſie our ſtony hearts, that we might 
turne vnto the Lozd, Onelp his glozious 
SGoſpel abiveth wich vs: but alas it grie⸗ 
ueth me to conſider howe litle place it fin⸗

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ſo that J greatly feare that within ſhozt 
time,it alſo will depart from vs,and by the 
commaundement of God goe vnto a peo- 
ple, which ſhall (as the Theſſalonians did) 
- recelue it, not as the woꝛd of men, but as it 
is in deede the woꝛde ol God. Mell in the 
meane time, fo2 the better auoyding and 
turning away v iudgements of Ood which 
hang ouer our heads, namely this pꝛeſent 
plague, whereby the Loꝛde in mercie hath 
viſited this Citie: I am to requeſt in the 
Lowes behalfe the right honozable , the 
Lozd Maio of this Cicie,and thereuerend || 
Father the Biſhop, that they would isyne 
together in gathering together p people, 
joel. 2.16. and calling a ſolemne aſlſemblie, and ſanc⸗ 
17. tiliyng a generall and publicke kaſt, acco- 
ding to the commaundement of God, and 
the neceſſitie ofthis pꝛelent time. This du⸗ 
tie and chꝛiſtian exercile is the rather to be 
done, leaſt our Engliſh Church foz want 
thereof,may thꝛougb ignoꝛance iudge it et- 
ther altogether vnneceſſarie, oz not much 
materiall. But if this cannot be obtained 
to be done in a publicke & ſolemne maner, 
with all zeale and feruentnes in payer 
and hearing the wozde of God (which - 
mo 
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molt heartily wiſhe and defire) then J doe 
admoniſhe euery one pꝛiuatelp, both to vie 
this, and all other good meanes to turne 
from vs, and this Citie, all thoſe puniſh⸗ 
ments which our ſinnes haue moſt righte⸗ 
ouſlp deſerued, Fo it is not the cleane kee⸗ 
ping, and ſweeping of our houſes and 
ſtreetes, that can dziue away this fearefull 
meſſenger of Gods wiath, (albeitas J ap: 
pꝛoue thele lawfull oꝛdinarie meanes : \o 
J miſlike the deſperate tempting of God 
which J heare to be in ſome) but the pur⸗ 
ging a ſweeping of our conſciences from 
allthe ſtincking filthe and dꝛoſſe of ſinne, 
deliuereth from the feare and perill of all 
euill, and maketh vs pure and holy veſſela, 
meete {oz the holy Spirit of God to dwell 
in. If you will imploy all pour labours, 
ſtudies, and cares hereunto, and offer vy 
this ſacrifice of pꝛaping, faſting, pꝛeaching, 
and thankes giuing, cuen from the moz- 
ning vnto the euening, accoding to the 
example & godly pꝛactiſes of our fathers 
which haue gone befoze vs: who know- 
eth, deare bzethen, yt the Lode willre: 
turne and repent and leaue a bleſling be⸗ 
hind him, enen the pꝛecious treaſure of his

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gloꝛious Goſpel which now we haue, and 
the benefit of helth which as pet we want: 
But if this exho;tation and requeſt ſhall 
fall to the ground, and bying foꝛch no fruit, 
as commonly the woozde of God doth a⸗ 
mongſt vs,(ſuch is the hardneſſe of our ſto⸗ 
nie heartes) then pour ſinne liech at the 
dooꝛe, and abideth, but my dutie, though in 
great weakeneſle and feare, is diſcharged, 
Nawe therefoze J commende vnto pou, 
both this ſpeciall and ſingular woozke of 
publcke and ſolemne faſting, and all o⸗

Thus much by good occaſion J haue 
ſpoken, concerning the two ſoꝛtes of pꝛo⸗ 
feſſozs ; nowe J am to ſpeake by ozder , of 
the Apologie & defence of the fozmer ſoꝛt, 
fo2 the auoyding of the finall ſentence of 
condemnation, contepned in theſe woꝛdes:

A godly Sermon * 
Againe, ſeeing that of all wozkes of loue 
and compaſſion , theſe two in our iudge⸗ 
ment are without all compariſon the chie⸗ 
feſt: foꝛ what greater loue can any man 
ſhewe towardes the ſoule of his bzother, 
then by pꝛeaching to deliuer it from the 
kingdome ok darknes, and tranſlate it into 
the kingdome of light ꝛ oz what greater 
loue can there be ſhe wed towardes his bo⸗ 
dy, then to cure it from all infirmities, yea 
and that which is marueplous, to deliuer 
it from the poſſeſſion of deuils $ notwith- 
ſtanding we ſee bythe anſwere of our Sa- 
uiour Chyilt, that theſe wozkes, and there 
foze al other which be of leſſe value, are in 
ſufficient defences, either to alledge vnto 
Chꝛiſt fo2 the ausyding of the ſentence of 
death: oz to perſwade our owne conſcien- 
ces that we are beloued of God, accoꝛding 
toour fozmer doctrine, Fo? albeit they be 
neceſſarie fo} diuers and ſundꝛy cauſes be⸗ 
foze mencioned, yet they containe no part 
of that pure obedience, which by Gods ſpi⸗ 
rit is wꝛought in all the true members of 
Chziſt. Mhat then is that, which maketh 
meaching and all other woꝛkes acceptable 
vnto God, and pꝛoſttable fo p comfoꝛt and 

| ſaluation 
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ſaluation of the doer , ſeeyng the wozkes 
themſelues ſhalbe retected? Surely to ans 
ſwer in one woꝛd, it ts the maner of doing: 
whereof we haue ſpoken befoze at large. 
In conſideration whereof, bleſſed Paule 
doeth iuſtiſie his pꝛeaching, not becauſe he 
did preach, (fo2 woe be vnto me, ſayth he, if 7-Cor 9.16

beleeue. Agapne, he reioyceth that he came 1.Cor. 2 f. 
| not wich excellentie of wozdes, 02 of wiſe · 4&5-vecl 
dome, chewing vnto the Coninchians the 
teſtimonie of God, and alſo that his woꝛde 
and pꝛeaching ſtoode, not in the intycing 
ſpeache of mans wiſdome: but in plapne e-

faith of the hearers ſhoulde not be in the 
wiſdome of men, but in the power of God.

place, comparing this heauenly man to | 


golde, ſiluer, and pꝛecious ſtones , and the

who pꝛeachech thus? nap who doeth not 
iudge this kinde of pꝛeaching to be voyde 
of learning,diſcretion,# wiſdome: There: 
foze many doe ſtuffe their ſermons with 
newe deuiſed wozds, and affected ſpeaches 
of vanitie, not being cõtent with the woꝛds 
which che holy Shoſt teacheth. Many with 
vnnereſſarp ſentences, pzouerbes, ſimili⸗ 
tudes, and fto2ies collected out of the wyy⸗ 
| tings 
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tings of pꝛophane men: many with curi⸗ 
ous affected figures,with Latine, Greeke, 
and ehe we ſentences, without any iuſt 
occaſion offered by their texte, wich multi⸗ 
tudes of humane authonittes,and diners o« 
pinions of men, in whom there can be foũd 
neither certaine rule of trueth, neither con⸗ 
ſtancie in iudgement, and therfoze very vn⸗ 
fitte to be admitted into that place as ſpea- 
kers, wheras the fearefull # mighty voyce 
of God, hath ſtraightly charged all people 
to heate his welbeloued Sonne, ſaping, 
This is my welbeloued Sone, heare him. 
Mam with ſtagelike geſtures , curious 
pꝛonunciation, and ſuch other actions that 
are berp vnſeemely fo thoſe men, which 
haue taken vpon them befoze God and his 1 
Angels, to pꝛeach and publiſh vnto his peo- 
ple the Goſpel ot Chniſt cruciſted. J would ö 
to Gon that all the miniſters ok this lande, 
in this poynt could put on this affection ot 
S. Paule, fully tu purpoſe with thẽſelues © . 
to knowe nothing amongeft their hearers, 
ſaue Jeſus Chit , and him crucified, So 
we ſhoulde not onely caſt aſide this vapne, 
tarupt, & vnpꝛoſitable maner ot diuiding 
the woꝛde of trueth: but alſo baniſhe out of 

our 
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sur heartes the deſire of all ſuch popular 
pꝛapſe, and commendation, But to let 
paſſe the vtterance of ſpeache , lette vs 
come to the affection of the minde : the 
generall diſpoſition whereof J touched 
hꝛiefely befoze , to witte , that we ſhoulde 
laye aſide all deſire of ſhewe of humane 
knowledge, and purpoſe onely to reioyce 
in the knowledge of Chyilt crucified 2 the 
particular affections , required to make 
our pꝛophecying oz pꝛeaching accepta- 
ble vnto God, as they are commaunded 
diuers and ſundꝛie places of the wonde: 
othe Apoſtle reioyceth, that he oblerued 
in a good conſcience this heauenly kinde 
of pꝛeaching. In the firſt chapter of the 
firſt Epiſtle of Peter , the holie Ghoſt 
commendeth vnto the miniſters of Chaiſk, 
an earneſt care, a willing heart, a ready 
minde, a zealous deſyꝛe to become en⸗ 
2. ſamples to their flockes, ſaying , Feede 
the flocke of God vvhich dependeth vp- 
on you, caryng for it not 1 conſtraynt, 
but willingly : not for fylthie lucre, has 


. of a readie mynde : not as though you 


vvere lordes of Gods heritage, but that 
yee may bee enſamples to the _ 
[ 
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Alſo our Sauiour Chꝛiſt the chiefe ſhep⸗ 
hearde of che flocke , as appeareth in . 
| the tench of Matth. Goſpell, fending out fark. 10. | 
his Diſcipies to the loſt ſhecpe of the 
houle of Jſrael , chargeth them wholly 
to depende vpon him to gyue freely with- 
out reſpect of filthte lucre , to feare no⸗ 
thing in the execution of their office , to be 
fully reſolued in their mindes to loſe their 
Ipues fox his ſake: finally to keepe them 
ſelues in all reſpects pure, and innocent 
as doues. Thereunto agreeth that com⸗ 
mandement of Paule to Timothie, tous 
ching the oꝛdination of Miniſters, where: 
by he teacheth, that euery miniſter ought 
to be watche full, fober , modeſt, louers, 
| harbozous, a louer of goodneſſe, wyſe, 
ryghteous , holy, teinperate, and vnrey20- 
| uable, So that by thele pꝛecepts and com⸗ 
maundementes it euidently appeareth, 
| with what care ot the flocke , willingneſle, 
and reavines of minde , deſire by example 
to edific , boldencs of heart, confidence in 
God, loue of Chuſt and his ſheepe : with 
what full purpoſe with loſſe of Ipfe ta 
perſeuer vnto the ende , and laſfly with 
what contempte of all 'worddlp pꝛapſe, 
ann 
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and with what zeale of Gods glodie, euer 
miniſter ought to appzoue his miniſterie 
vnto Chulk; & the conſciences ot his flock, 
But if we wyll ſee theſe pꝛeceptes put in 
me and pꝛactiſe, let vs diligently marke 
the lyfe and conuerſation of the Pzophets 
and Apoſtles, eſpecially of Saint Paule: 
(who as he was thechiefeſt in wozke, ſo the 
playneſt in declaration hereof,) and com- 
pare in euery particular his behauiour in 
the execution of his miniſterie, with ours. 
Þe ſayeth, Though I preache the Goſ- 
pell, I haue nothing to reioyce of: for 
neceſsitie is layde ypon mee, and vvoe is 
vnto me, if Ipreachenot the Goſpell. For 
if I doe it vvyllingly, Ihaue arewarde: 
but if I doe it agaynſt my vvyll, notvvith- 
ſtanding, the diſpenſation is committed 


vnto mee, But which of vs doetch not re⸗ 


ioyce and is glad, when he hath pꝛeached a 
fewe ſermons with ly king and pꝛayſe of 
moꝛtall men: What dumme dogge doeth 
terriſte his owne heart from inne, with 
this woe agaynſt him ſelfe fo2 not pꝛea⸗ 
ching the Golpell? oz who doech not fox lu- 
cre, feare , and pꝛayſe of men, rather then 
willingly & of a ready mind, feed the 7

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flocke of Chiift+ Paul, though he was free 
from all men, yet he made him ſelfe ſeruãt 1 Cor.. 
vnto all, that he might winne the moꝛe: vn⸗ =» 
to the Jewe he beck ne a Jewe, to them 
that were vnder the lawe, as though he 
were vnder the kawe, to che weake he be- 
came as weake, and in deede he was made 
all things to all men, foz the Goſpele ſake, 
that he might be partaker thereof , But 
where is that Miniſter amongſt vs, which 
though loue humbleth him ſelfe, and bea⸗ 
reth with p inir mities of ixnozance, lache 
of knowledge, wildome, and diſcretion in 
his flocke and felow bꝛethꝛen : Nap which 
of vs with Paul beateth downe hisbovie, '-<0r9- 
and bꝛingeth it into ſubiection, leſt in pꝛe *7* 
ching to others he him ſelt become a caſta⸗ | 
way% the Low pardon vs this our offence, | 
Fo! J feare me, che care we haue of our | 
moztall bodies, farre ſurmounteth p care 
we haue of the ſaluation of our ſelues, oꝛ of 
dur hꝛethꝛen. Paul did pleaſe all men in all Cor 
thinges, not ſeeking his owne pꝛoſit, but 33 
the pꝛolit ot many, that they might be ſa- 
ued: but as foʒ vs, though many J graunt 
doe pleaſe all men in all thinges, yet they 
ſeeke their owne pꝛolit and gaine, not the 
G. i. pꝛolite 
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p2ofite of any one that he might be ſaued. 
Foz in deede they make marchandize of 
the woꝛde of God, they are couered with 
the clokcs of ſhams., and walke in crafti- 
neſſe, they handle the woꝛde of G OO 
deceptfullye, pꝛeaching them ſelues and 
not Chꝛiſte Jeſus the Lozde, noz them 
ſelues the ſeruantes of his people: and 
that which is moſt lamentable of all, they 
gyue great and iuſt occaſion , why the 
miniſterie of reconciliation ſhoulde bee 
euill ſpoken of and deſpyſed , Contrary: 
wiſe Paule, he ſpake of Chute as of ſyn⸗ 
ceritie, as af God in the ſight of God, he 
caſt of the clokes of ſhame , and walked 
in declaration of che trueth : he appꝛooued 
himſelfe to euery mans conſcience in the 
ſight of GOD, he pꝛeached Chiiſt Jeſus 
the Lode, himſelfe a ſeruant fo2 Jeſus 
ſake: and to conclude, he gaue no occaſt- 
on of offence in any thing, but in all things 
appꝛoued himſelfe as the miniſter of God, 
by the wozde of Truech and by the power 
of God, Seeing therefoze many of vs be 
fallen away from our firſt loue , and foz⸗ 
mer ʒeale, and haue imbꝛaced this pꝛeſent 


wozlde, which (vf the Lode be not moze 
merci⸗ 
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mercifull) will choke in vs all the graces 
of G O D: we havneevetolooke vnto 
our ſelues betimes, and co frame our 
ſelues accoꝛding to the example of this 
bleſſed Apoſtle, in the carefull and ſyn⸗ 
cere diſpenſation of our miniſterie, leaſk 
our pꝛeaching bee (though p2ofitable to 
others) pet damnable co our ſelues.

1 child}en, exhoꝛting and beſeeching them 
as a father, teaching openly, and thzough Act. 20.20. 


euery houſe, keeping nothing backe that 
was pꝛoſitable, but ſhewing vnto them 
all the counſell of God + and to ſhutte 
bp all in one woe, he was verte rea⸗ 


die, and wylling to deale vnto them, not, Tuc. 


the Goſpell of God onely: but alſo his 
owne ſoule becauſe they were deare vnto 
him, Beholde here in Paule, as in a moſt 
cleare glaſſe, aperfecc paterne ofa good 
and fapthfull ſeruant of God: and on the 
other ſide our miſerable imperfections, 
and ſinfulldegenerating from the ſame, 
This kinde of pꝛeaching is that onely 
wherein we map reioyce, which is accep⸗ 
table to God, p2ofitable to his Church,

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comfortable to the ſpeaker , This is that 
true and perfect paterne of pꝛeaching, 
which Paul committed to Timothie, both 
in reſpect ofthe vtterance,and of the viſpo- 
ſition of the minde , which he chargeth to 
be kept and obſerued, that he might be an 
erample to them that beleeue, in woꝛde, in 
conuerſation, in loue, in ſpirit, in faith and 
in purenes, ſaping,Keepe the true paterne 


3- ofthe wholeſome words, which thou haſt 


heard of me in fayth, and loue which is in 
Chriſt leſus. That worthy thing which was 
comitted to thee, keepe through the holy 
Ghoſt, vvhich dvvelleth in vs. And to Ti- 
tus, Aboue all thinges ſhevve thy ſelfe an 
example of good vvorkes, vvith vncorrupt 


doctrine, vvith the vvholeſome vvoorde 
vvhich cannot be reproued. This is that

ſuch as the Spirit of God teachech: our 
matter fo) the moſt part is the deuiſes of 
men, che diſpoſitid of our hearts pzophane, 
wozldlp and carnall, our intent and pur⸗ 
pole is to get honour, and wozldly pꝛe⸗ 
ferments , No maruaple therefoze though 
dur labours be curſed, and not bleſſed, and 
wee our ſelues in the day of iudgement be 
reiected: fo2 as J haue taught betoꝛe, it is 
not the wooꝛke done, but the maner of do⸗ 
ing, that pleaſeth our heauenly Father. So 
that thoſe onely which pꝛeach the woꝛde in 
faith, hope, loue, feare, and all maner of 
watchfulneſle, in ſeaſon and out of ſeaſon, | 
being ready as to deale vnto 5; people the 
Goſpel of God, ſo alſo if neceſſitie require, 
their owne lines fo; y confirmation of their 
flocke: thoſe I ſay only ſhall reape y fruite 
of their labours, with great ioye and glad- 
neſle, euen eternall lyfe, wherein they (hall 
Glit, ſhine 
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thine as p ſtarres ofheauen, As fo; others, 
who haue in pꝛeaching the woꝛde ſought 
themſelues, their owne pjaiſe and commo⸗ 
ditie, hauing lit le oꝛ no care of Gods heri⸗ 
tage, that it might be ſaued: (of which ſoꝛt 
be thoſe whereof J haue already ſpoken a 
litle befoꝛe) though they ſap in the day of 
iudgement, Loꝛde, Loꝛd, haue we not pꝛo⸗ 
phecied in thy Name, pet they ſhalbe ſent 
away to their owne place of puniſhment, 
as wozkers of iniquitie. It then the out- 
warde wozke of pꝛeaching, which is ſo 
p2ofitable vnto the Church foz the ſalua- 
cion of ſoules, ſhalbe reiected, being ſepa⸗ 
rated from the pure maner: who dare al⸗ 
ledge caſting out of deuils, and EP 
king ofgreat miracles which onely apper 
taine to the ſafety af body: Let not As) 
the Papiſts reioyce, though they were a⸗ 
ble coconfirme euerp point of their religi⸗ 
on by a great miracle (whereas in deeve 
they are not, except we will iudge their 
baine foꝛged miracles to be done by the 
finger of God:) fo2 yftheſe myꝛacles be ſe⸗ 
parated from the true maner of doing the 
Fathers will, the dooers themlelues are 
but wozkers ofiniquitie, as Chiiſt — 

trueip 
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truely termeth them in the verſe follo⸗ 
wing: and therefoze ſo farre from being 
iuſtiſied by theſe , oz any other wozkes of 
charitie, being ſeparated from the true 
maner of doing, that thei ſhalbe vnto them 
ſufficient matter of condemnacton, Well, 
it is neither pꝛeaching, noꝛ wozking of mi- 
racles, that can deliuer the pꝛeacher oz any 
other from the ſentence of death in that 
day, neither any other, which pꝛoceedeth 
not from theright maner ofdoing the Fa- 
thers will , But in aſmuch as the wicked 
ones, which beare theſhewe of Chyiſttant- 
tie, may both in the outwarde wozke, and 
in a certaine maner of doing, come verie 
nere vnto the acceptable doing ofthe Fa- 
thers will, which in appearance they do be⸗ 

rie much reſemble : it ſhalbe verie p)ofita- 

ble to ſerch a litle deeper, if by any meanes wow nere 
we can finde how many, and what be thoſe {95 ane 
gifts which the wicked, ouer and beſides to ß waieg 
cheſe, may alle dge fo) themſelues, becauſe ** ?

thei are comon to them with ß godly. It is 

certain by Þ doctrine of our ſauiour Chyift 1 7.20.

the wicked may willingly heare, vnder- Lu. 8.17. 
ſtand ioyfully recepue, & pꝛokelle p wozde, 
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pon indure foz a ſeaſon, æ falſcly perſmade 
them ſeiues to belecue, So is it witnelley 
of Simon Magus, that he hearde Philip 
pꝛeaching, vnderſtood him, ioyfully recei⸗ 
ued his doctrine, and that he beleeued, was 
baptized, and continued with Philippe: in 
A23.13, theſe wapdes, Then Simon him ſelſe be- 
lecucd alſo, and vvas baptized, and conti- 
nucd vvith Philipp e, an wondered vxhen 
he ſavve the ones 3 and great miracles that 
vvere done, Notwithſtanding Peter af- 
fu med to his face , that he had no parte 
no} fellowſhippe in that bulineſle ; betaufſe 
his heart was not ryght in the ſpght of 
God, but full of gall and bitternelle, and 
that be was in the bonde of iniquitie.Poze- 
ouer thep may relieue and ſuccour, great- 
lv and highly eſteeme of the miniſters of 
Chiil,thinking nothing to deare foꝛ them: 
Do Paule witneſſech of the Galacians, 
Gala.

befoꝛe mencioned, in conſtant faith, in ſure 
hope, in pure loue, in reuerẽt feare, in great 
care & ſtudy to pleaſe God, w ʒeale of gods 
glozy , & tender loue of his byethzen , with 
ioye in the holy Ghoſt, with a reſolued pur⸗ 
pole without wearines & fainting to cõti⸗ 
nue vnto the end, knowing that thoſe only 
ſhalbe bleſſed, which ſhal continue vnto the 
ende. This is our liuing, holy, c acceptable 
ſacrifice vnto God, x this onely is our rea⸗ 
ſonable ſeruing of him: wherin whoſoeuer 
continueth,ſhal neuer periſh, but be trifla- 
ted frũ death to life. If we wit this, though 
we heare often, knowe much, ſpeake neuer 
ſo wel ofp Goſpel, make neuer ſo much of 
preachers, & retoyce-fo2 a time in trueth: 
pet J ſay, if this faith, hope, loue, feare and 
- watchfulneg be abſent, we are baſtardes 


no childzen, hypocrites, no Chyiſtians, fox 
whone 
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whome remameth nothing, but a fearefull 
looking fo2 of iudgement and violent fire, 
which ſhal deuour al paduerſaries of God 
and his trueth. I ſpeake this not to diſcou⸗ 
rage any, 2 todziue the weake conſciences 
into diſtruſt; but to awake the ſlouchfull, x 
to terrifie the pꝛoude, ſecure, c pꝛeſũptuous 
pꝛoteſtãts, & allo to ſtir vs al vp to a moe 
vigilãt care in wozking our ſaluatid. How 
neceſſary this is to be pꝛeached & vaged, che 
ignoꝛãce & crro2 of man, the want of lone 
e feare of God in this land & citie, doth ſufs 
ficiently witnes. J ther foꝛe, to make an end 
of this matter, cõmende this doctrine from 
Jeſus vnto vou all, beſeeching pou fo? the 
mercies of God, to receyue it into pour 
ſoules to beleeue it in heart, ts cõmend it in 
woꝛd, diligently to pꝛactiſe it in life, # with 
al your ſtrength & might to maintaine and 
defende it, againſt all aduerſarie power of 
Satan and his miniſters.

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a hell oftozmentes ſhall it be to the ſoule, 
eternally tofeele it: Go to then, you pong 
and deſperate ruffians, vou carnall & licen- 
tious Pꝛoteſtantes, reioyce in your youth- 
full and wanton pleaſures, cheare your 
hearts in the dayes of your vanitie , walke 
in the wayes of pour owne luſtes, enioy the 
pleaſures of ſinne fot a ſeaſon , deſpiſe vn- 
derſtanding # wiſdome, deuiſe pour wittie 
pꝛouerbs againſt the iuſt, deride and mocke 
at the wayes of the godly, ſuffer not your 
conſciences to accuſe vou, caſt awaye the 
feare of Gods vnath out of your hearts, x 
withdzaw no pleaſures from your mindes:

As this deniall of 
Chiift ſhal be moſt terrible vnto the curſed 
company ot al repꝛobates, ſo it ſhalbe moſt 
topful to the litle flocke of Gods heritage: 
Foz they ſhall not onely refoyce , in that 
God ſhall be gloꝛiſied in the deſtruction of 
all their enemies : but eſpecially in -= 

they 
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they ſhalbe acknowledged of Chiiſt,as his 


faichfull ſeruants and deare bzethzen , and 


be aduaunced into the inheritance of his 
Fathers kyngdome , in compariſon of 
which honour , all the glozp and pompe of 
the earth, is nothing els but lotheſome 
beggery, 

Touching the ſeconde poynt of this an- 
ſwere, we are to note and obſerue firſt, the 
ſending of them away, & the reaſon therof, 
Fox the firſt he ſayeth, Depart from mee, 
ſignifying thereby, that although they in 
outwarde ſhewe and pꝛofeſſion ſeemed to

things of the people of God redeemed by 
the blood of Chaiſt, doe in the hardneſſe of 
their heartes refuſe to miniſter vnto them 
ſpirituall, and co feede them with the hea- 
uenly foode of the wozde vnto eternall 
Iyfe?But becauſeno admonition can moue 
them to repentance, & refozmation of this 
haynous offence agaynſt God and his peo⸗ 
ple, J leaue them to anſwere foz them- 
ſelues vnto Chꝛiſt, at che dzeadfull vaye of 
iudgemẽt:at what time J feare me, that as 
they haue bene dum in this like, concerning 
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ſo they wyll be altogether dumme and 
ſpeachleſſe, when Chiſt (hal cal fo2 a wile, 
diligent and watchefull diſcharge of that 
ſtewardſhip which they haue vſurped , and 
hoꝛribly abuſed in the Church of God. As 
fo: Atheiſts, Idolaters, blaſphemers, ſoꝛce⸗ 
rers, deſpilers of magiſtracie, murtherers, 
- adulterers,fonicato2s,oppeſſors,vſurers, 
and ſuch like abominable ſinners, how can 
they eſcape the vengeance and iuſt recom- 
pence of their rewarde, ſeeyng that pꝛea⸗ 
chers of the woꝛde, and wooꝛkers of mira⸗ 
cles ſhall be thꝛowen into the chaynes of ex 
nerlaſting darkenes? O that men woulde 
ſertouſiv conſider this, and turne vnto the 
Lode with all their hearts and ſouleg, in 
this acceptable time of grace:fo euen now 
wiſdome cryeth without, the ſounde of the 
Goſpell is heard in our temples : nowe is 
the time ofpeace, nowe is the day ofrepen⸗ 
tance ; To day if vou will heare the topfull 
voyce ot Chaiff, harden not your heartes 
with the wicked ofthis woꝛlde: but ceaſe 
from pour owne wotkes , and doe the Fa⸗ 
chers will which is in heauen. So doyng, 
the God of peace ſhal ſanctiſie you though 
out,and keepe your whole ſp ä 
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bodie blameleſſe vnto the comming of our 
Lond Jeſus Chꝛiſt. The reaſon of chis ſos 
x9wtull departure is, fo: that in pzeaching; 
caſting out deutis, and wozking miracles, 
they wought and committed iniquitie: fox 
ſo it is ſayd, Depart from me ye workers of 
miquitie , Not that they did vnlawfull 
wozkes,but becauſe they did lawful things 
bnlawfullp : foz albeit they pzeached and 
wought miracles (boch which did auaile 
much to the edification ofthe Church) yet 
in regard of the coꝛrupt maner of doing, 
Chaiſtcalleth them, Workers of iniquitie. 
This doctrine condemneth all men which 
do lawfull thinges vnlawfully : how much 
moze thoſe which doe vnlawcull thinges, 
though they haut neuer ſo great a ſhewe of 
godlyneſſe: Good wozkes, I confeſſe, muſt 
be done: but ſuch onely are good, which 
God hath commaunded in his wozd, not 
ſuch as men by woꝛldly wiſdome haue de⸗ 
uiſed: of which ſoꝛt are running on pilgri⸗ 
mage to the dumme and ſenſele!le images, 
doing of penance at the pꝛieſtes appoint⸗ 
ment, and an inſtnite nomber of the ſame, 
not onely in that Popth religion, but alſo 
in all humaine and voluntarie ſeruice, Foꝛ 
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they haue not ſo much as a ſhewe of come 
maundement — — 
tures of God ; as mape eaſily appeare 
bim, that hath but once in allhis life re life read 
ourr the Bble, Here then — 
ry man maye pleaſe and diſpleaſe God: 
pleaſe,ifhe doe that which is commaundey 
of God, after that maner he hath comman- 
ded it: diſpleaſe, if he doe any thing either 
not commanded , but deuiſes of man: o2do 
the thing commaunded, after an vnlawfull 
maner, In conſideration whereof,all thoſe 
chat be out ofthe Church, are iuſtly termed 
wozkers of iniquitie, foz the which at the 
dap of Judgement they ſhalbe eternallyg 
condemned, Contrarily , thoſe which art 
in and of the Church, which is the myſtical 
bodie of Chziſt , becauſe they doe wozkes 
commaunded after an vpꝛight and ſincere 
maner,Chyilt doth iuſtly call them, Doers 
of his Fathers will: to whom by pꝛomiſe, 
— deſert, —— the inheritance of 
ingdome of heauen , and everlaſting 

bappineſſe. X 
Nowe therefoze to make an ende, J be- 
feeche you, fo the loue that pou beare to 
your owne lalyation , as though Chniſte 
fhouly 
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wearyneſſe ng, 
euen vntill che laſt moment of lyte: that
